Studying the Weather. 
H. Allen Hazen, who has been detailed by 
the Chief Signal Officer to accompany the Post- 
DISPATCH and WORLD balloon, arrived in the 


city last evening and registered at the Laclede 
Hotel. He was this morning engaged at the 
Signal Service Office in the dome ot the Cus- 
tom-house in making up a series of weather 
maps, which he will use in deducing the con- 
dition of the weather on Saturday, that he may 
know in what direction the Balloon will be 
carried. The Professor is just the enthusiast 
for such 1 voyage. He is tall 
and wiry in make-up, hair turn 
ing gray, manner jerky, burried and careless 
of the non- essentials, conversation exact as 
to figures, dates, quantities and times. He is 
not the man to provoke into argument—such a 
deluge of facts as he would pour forth. It 
would wash the combativeness out of 
a poor, weak mortal forever, Tou 
ask for a fact. He does not know. 
You feel a relief in his ignorance 
and a common relationship with him until— 
Just let me have the annual report for 1877, 
art. iv., page 516, he says, and you are again 
the inferior animal. He is a walking meteoro- 
logical encyclopedia, and now,  hav- 
ing become interested in balloon - 
ig, he can turn out a column of 
aeronautics without more effort than he needs 
toexiston.

Alfred E. Moore, the geronaut, invited a dis- 
cussion r saying he did not quite 
agree with Prof. Hazen about certain matters 
current in the upper air.

By 9 o’clock 
last night I was convinced of my error,’’ said 
Mr. Moore. ‘‘B Il was more convinced.

12 I could not imagine I had ever had any 
other opinion than Hazen’s.’’ 

When Prof. Hazen arrived at the Signal 
Office this morning he secured the 
morning and last night’s reports, together 
with some signal-service maps of the country.

At 
the time he became unconscious the balloon 
was going up at a certain speed, and he com- 
1 that it reached the height of 
7,000 feet during the period he was 
unconscious. That is not accepted, 

however. The highest ascent ever made

Corps and A. C. King. The Signal Service re- 

ports do not contain an account of this trip for 
some unaccountable reason, although an ac- 

countof an ascent made the day previous 
which only reaghed 6,580 feet is given in 
the report for 1877. The first ascent 
was made at 5:30 p. m., June 18, 1877, at Nash- 

ville, Tenn. The balloon came down at 7:18 at 
Gallatin, Tenn.

Hazen took 
no observations worth anything,as night came 
on after one reading had been taken, and he 
had no light: The next day they landed ina 
cranberry marsh on the north fork of the 
Flambeau River, Wisconsin. They had to 
walk a great distance through wilderness 
to reach any habitations, and came near 
starving to death. They killed a hedgehog, 
but could not eat it.

LATION CHANGE THEIR ATTITUDE. 


A Good Prospect for the Passage of a Rail- 
read Bill—The Senate Holds an Old-Fash- 
ion Love Feast—Bills Referred to the 
Railroad Committee—The House Agrees 
te the State Board of Health and the 
Maxwell Items in the Deficiency Bill 
Proceedings of the Missouri Legislature— 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

JEFFERSON Crrr., Mo., June 9.—The Senate 
this morning resembled an old-fashioned 
Methodist love feast. It was a regular 
‘‘speaking meeting, where everyone felt 
called upon to confess his own faults, and 
to forgive the shortcomings of others. . 
Senator Smith opened the exercises 
by asking that his bill, introduced early in the 
session, be referred to the Committee on Rall - 
roads and Internal Improvements. The Sena- 
tor stated that he had strongly opposed such a 
reference when the bill first came upon the 
second reading, that he had worked hard to 
get it referred to the committee of the whole 
Senate, but having witnessed the proceedings of 
the committee, and being satisfied of its inten- 
tion to deal fairly with the bills referred to it, 
and believing it expedient for this Legislature 
to strive to formulate and pass a good and 
wholesome railroad law, he felt like 
the boy in the apple-tree, disvosed 
tocome down and beg pardon. The bill was 
accordingly referred to the committee. 

Senator Bal), who, like Senator Smith, had 
opposed reference of his bill No. 1, more gen- 
erally known as the Trimble dil,“ to the 
committee and had sought to have it acted 
upon in committee of the whole, now asked 
its reference tothe committee. He believed 


the committee was earnest and fair in its et- 
forts to evolve a good bill, one that he and 
other Senators could cheerfully support. He 
believed it to be their duty to pass a - 
road law, and he would assist its passage. 

Senator Sebree thought these evidences of 
reformation were the result of his missionary 
labors — the combine, and that 
papers which had been heaping abuse upon 
him should congratulate him upon his success 
in bringing sinners to repentance.

Official Interpretation of the Sabbath Ordi- 
nances and Statutes—Detailed Instruo- 
tions to the Police Authorities as to 
Their Duties in the Matter—A Decision 
of Importance to Numerous Branches 
of Business—All Work Not of Necessity 
or Charity Must Cease on Sundays. 


. When the law of 1857, which alowed St. 
outs a free Sunday, was repealed, specula- 
tion began as to the effect of this repeal. The

for their interests. The Police Board not 
being satisfied that they fully understood 
their duties in the situation, asked Oity-

fon. He rendered it today, and 
to-day the Post- DisPaTcu presents to its read - 
ers the first official interpretation of the 
Board’s duties and what the laws on the ordi- 
nance and statute books really mean. 

g THE OPINION. 

To the Honorable Board of Police Commissioners. 

GENTLEMEN The following questions are 
submitted to me in the letter of your secretary 
of the 14th ult. 

Will it be the duty of the Police Board on and 
after June 19, 1887, to compel dram-shops, beer- 
gardéns, wine shops and other places where 
intoxicating liquors are publicly sold to re- 
main closed on Sunday? 

And, secondly, will the same action have to 

taken as to theaters, base bail parks and 
other places of amusement? 
The 19th day of June, 1887, is mentioned in 
the above questions, because on that day the 
laws passed at the last session of the Legisla- 
ture will become operative and go into 
effect. Among the laws referred to is one 
which repeals an act entitled ‘‘An act confirm- 
ing certain powers to the citizens of St. Louis 

County, approved March 4, 1857. The act of 
March 4, 1857, thus repealed on and after June 
19, 1887, contains the following provisions: 

. BECTION 1, That the corporate authorities of 
the different cities in the County of St. Louis 
shall have the power whenever a majority of 
the legal voters of the respective cities 
in said county authorize them to 
do 80 to. grant permission for the 
opening of any establishment or establish- 
ments within the corporate limits of said 
cities for the sale of refreshments of any kind 
(distilled liquors excepted) on any day in the 
week. 

Suc. 2. Any person who shall on a Sunday 
gell or offer for sale within the corporate 
limits of said cities any distilled liquors or any 
coraposition of which distilled liquors form a 
part shall be punished bya fine of not less 
than ten nor more than fifty dollars. 

Sk. 3. The provisions of the first section of 
this act shall not be construed as authorizing 
the sale of ardent spirits on any day men- 
tioned, except as now by law allowed. 

Pursuant tothe above law the Oity of St. 
Louis adopted an ordinance numbered 4137, 
approved March 24, 1858, by which it was 
directed that on and after the first 
Monday in April following the question 
whether said city should grant permission for 
the opening of establishments within the 

the sale of refreshments of 
distilled liquors excepted, 
any day of the week in accordance 
with the act of March 4, 1857, should be sub- 
mitted to the voters. The election was held at 
the time mentioned and 5,051 votes were 
Gast for refreshments, and 2,034 votes 
against refreshments. Afterwards ordinance 
4869, approved June 21, 1861, was 
adopted which ordinance contained the fol- 
lowing provisions known as sections 10, 11, 12 
of article 2. Section 10 provided that who- 
ever shall in this oity keep open a 
Gramshop on Sunday shall be deemed 
guilty ofa misdemeanor. Section 11 provided 
that whoever shall, inthis city, on Sunday, 
either directly or indirectly, sell any distilled 
liquors shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor. Section 12 provided that 
the provisions of the tenth section of 
this ordinance shall not apply to the owners 
or lessees of gardens, and grounds laid out 
and improved as places for public resort for 
refreshment and recreation, nor be so con- 
gtruedas to prevent the keeping open on 
Sunday of barbershops, or any other plan of 
business for the sale only of soda water or 
other beverages not prohibited by the llth 
section of this ordinance. 

“The dramshop law of the State prohibits the 
gale of intoxicating liquors on Sunday. This 

was introduced into the statute in 
1855 and has remained there ever since.

HELD BY THE CORONER, 


Winston Woods, for the Killing of John 


Harrington, Sunday Night. 

An inquest was held to-day on the body of 
John Harrington, the young man who died at 
the City Hospital from the effects of knife 
wounds inflicted by Winston Woods, a negro, 
last Sunday evening. The testimony taken 
in the forenoon was to the effect 
that at 6:30 Sunday evening «a drunken 


whité woman was coming through the alley 
between Eizhth and Ninth streets, from 
O’Falion towards Biddle street, with a crowd 
of negroes.at her heels tauntingher. Harring- 
ton, who was sitting in front of a stable in the 
alley with a man named Green and a couple 
of other young white men, upbraided 
the negroes for the way they were 
treating the unfortunate woman gnd Green 
started for a patrol wagon. One Of the ne- 
gresses called Harrington a vile name and 
threw a brick at him, He ran after 
her and followed her into a yard, 
Green going with him. There they 
were met by a crowd of colored 
people who were quarreling and they started 
back to the stable. Winston Woods, woe was 
mixed up in some manner with the quarrel go- 
ing on in the yard,followed them with a knife. 
Green fell and Woods was about to cut him 
when Harrington caught his arms from be- 
hind. Woods’ daughter rushed up with a 
hatchet and was aboutto strike Harrington, 
when Green, who had in the meantime 
arisen, struck her with a brick. Harrington 
then released Woods, but before he could get 
away the latter stabbed him. 

A recess was taken until 20’clock to enable 
the prisoner to get some witnesses he desired. 
He claims that Sunday evening his girl 
came in crying and stated she had been struck 
in the face by a white man. Going 
into the alley back of his house he found five 
men canning beer, and when he asked why 
they had struck the girl they replied by jump- 
ing on him and beating him. As he retreated 
they threw bricks and stones at him, one of 
the missiles hitting one of his girls in 
the face and inflicting an ugly gash. 
He started for an officer and was followed. 
Harrington jumped on his back and he cut 
him. Then he waited until the arrival of an 
officer. 

The verdict held Woods responsible for Har- 
rington’s death.

A resolution that 
the plate question be relegated to subordinate 
unions and another that the plates be abol- 
ished, were referred. 

The report from the Committee on the Pres!i- 
dent’s Message avoids the plate question 
recommends that some organ be chosen and 
that early action be taken on apprentice laws.

Some Pretty Morning Dresses.

THE NEW HAMPSHIRE MUDDLE. 

THE New Hampshire Legislature 
about to exercise its undisputed right to 
elect a Senator to take the seat now held 
by Mr. CHENEY, appointed by the Gov- 
ernor in place of AusTIN W. Pm, de- 
ceased. But it is proposed not only to 
elect for the remainder of the term, which 
ends March 3, 1889, but for the full six- 
year term, which begins March 4, 1889. 
Ex-Secretary CHANDLER, who is himself a 
candidate for the position, insists that the 
Legislature last in session before the close 
of a Senatorial term clearly has the au- 
thority to elect a Senator for the succeeding 
term, because the New Hampshire Legis- 
latures elected in the November preced- 
ing the close of the Senatorial terms do not 
meet till the following June. 

As the law of Congress expressly pro- 
vides that the election for a Senatorial 
term shall be by the Legislature chosen 
last before the preceding term ended, 
CHANDLER’sS position is in direct conflict 
with the law. Hitherto its plain mandate 
has been respected in New Hampshire, 
and it has been customary for the Gov- 
ernor to fill the vacancy intervening be- 
tween the beginning of the term on the 
4th of March and the meeting of the Leg- 
islature in June following. A decision of 
the State Supreme Court six years ago 
took the ground that it could not have 
been the intention of Congress to 
create a vacancy, and that therefore the 
Federal law might be ignored, but the 
Legislature has never acted upon this de- 
cision. Itis the New Hampshire law that 
creates the vacancy by postponing the 
meeting of the Legislature expressly au- 
thorized by Federal law to elect the Sena- 
tor. The fact that in a Legislature of 
nearly 350 members the Republicans have 
a majority of only ten on joint ballot 
admonishes them that the next one 
will probably be Democratic. That is why 
the present Legislature is urged to usurp 
the functions expressly conferred by law 
on its successor. 

To prevent a too protracted suspension of 
popular influence on the Senate the Fed- 
eral Constitution provides for the election 
of one-third of the Senators every two 
years. That these elections may not be 
too remote from the people the Federal 
law provides that each Senatorial term 
shall be filled by the State Legislature 
elected last before the beginning of that 
term. If that law is not to be disobeyed 
for the first time, the New Hampshire 
Senator for the term beginning March 4, 
1889, will be chosen by the Legislature 
elected in November, 1888, and not by the 
Legislature elected in November, 1886. 
Instead of violating or ignoring the Fed- 
eral law, New Hampshire should change 
her own law, and let the Legislature 
elected in November, 1888, meet in Jan- 
uary, 1889, as in other States. 

— — — — 
A GOVERNOR’S DILEMMA. 

If Gov. BEAVER’s continues firm in 
refusing to callthe Legislature together 
againfor the purpose of correcting that 
fatal technicality in the unsigned 
revenue bill, he will simply make 
himself a consenting party to the 
consummation of a ~palpable and 
monstrous fraud which cannot be 
consummated without his willful aid and 
consent. The bill itself was the correction 
of a former legislative fraud by which the 
corporations of the State had been cheat- 
ing other tax-payers out of a million dol- 
lars a year till the people would stand it 
no longer. Though it was a bill 
to do a simple act of justice 
in the way of equalizing taxation, 
it had attracted more attention 
and been the subject of more discussion 
than any other measure before the Legis- 
lature. In its progress it was closely 


preposterous to say that the failure of the 
President pro tem. of the Senate to sign it 
was an ident or an oversight. Such 
accidents do not happen to bills passed by 
one house unanimously, and with but few 
negative votes in the other, unless the 
‘saccident’’ implies ‘‘boodle” for some- 
body. A mistake which is the repetition 
of an outrageous fraud and which is 
plainly intended to perpetuate a wrong, 
and to unjustly divert $1,000,000 a year 
from the pockets of other tax-payers to 
the coffers of corporations, is scarcely 
conceivable. But whether it was by acci- 
dent or design that this bill was sent to the 
Governor uncertified, it rests with him to 
say whether the people shall be cheated 
out of the benefits of the measure or not. 
If the mistake is not corrected healone 
will be blamable for the success of a fraud 
worth $2,000,000 to corporation tax-payers 
in the nexttwoyears. He will make him- 
self responsible for the failure of a meas- 
ure he pretended tofavor. Between a 
Governor who would do such a wrong for 
nothing and one who would do it only for 
a share of the ‘“‘swag,” there is not much 
room for preference.

More About Wages. 


From the Boston Herald. 

A Western paper takes up the wages ques- 
tion, and shows that the difference between 
the rates of wages paid in different States 
ot the country is as great as that between the 
average rate of the country and the ‘‘pau- 
per’’ laborof Europe, of which so much is 
said. The annual wages paid by manufactur- 
ers averaged in 1880, according tothe census 
returns, $88.25per hand employed in Con- 
necticut, and 5257. 21 in Maine. They averaged 
$311.78 in Kentucky, and $151.34in North Car- 
olina. In notwo States were they the same, 
even in like industries. In Michigan the rate 
was $20 below the average for the whole coun- 
try, and in Minnesota about $60 above that av- 
erage. In Massachusetts the manufacturers 
paid on an average $38 per hand employed for 
the year less than was paid in Michigan. Here 
is another blow at the tariffas the chief agent 
in affecting the wages of labor, which it will 
do well for some of our contemporariés to 
ponder. ° 


Gould’s Campaign Tip.

Not $25,000, but $75,000 or thereabouts, is the 
sum which, as Col. George Bliss has asserted, 
was glyen by Jay Gould to John J. O’Brien for 
the purpose of producing certain effects on the 
ballot-box in New York in 1884. Mr. Gould 
himself, when interrogated on the subject, 
declined to say what was the precise amount 
in question, and Mr. O’Brien, for reasons of 
his own, has been quite as reticent.

Nxw Tonk, June 9.—The Governing Com- 
mittee of the Stock Exchange yesterday placed 
‘*gliver bullion certificates’’ upon the regular 
Ust to be olassed as mining shares when 
ready for issue.

ONDACKS.

A Beautiful Day, but Small Luck Catching 
Trout—Col, Dan Lamont Laid Out—The

Sanne Inn, N. T., June 9%.-—President 
Cleveland was favored on the last day of his 
atay here with beautiful weather if he was not 
blessed with good fortune as a fisherman. The 
sky was obscured at sunrise, but as the sun 
climbed higher and higher the clouds gradu- 
ally broke up into soft, fleecy masses, which 
gradually melted away, giving a warm after- 
noon with a fresh breeze, and arare sunset 
full of gorgeous color. The start for the 
regular every-day fishing excursion was not 
an early one and the party was shorn of 
one of its members. Col. Lamont after a ten- 
day's struggle with the black flies had come 
out second best with hard and unhandsome 
features added to his countenance, and eyes 


swollen with fly-bites and face, hands and 
neck sunburned to a vermilion hue. He had 
worked hard at his place and needed a little 
rest before beginning his journey back to 
the President

as his companion. The trollers took their 
lunches and went well down toward Couecy’s 
atthe foot of tne lake. Patiently the President 
dragged his line up and down Saginaw Bay 
around Wind Isiand, back and forth over the 
Deer Island shores, and round and round in 
Fish Creek Bay.

of Mrs. Cleveland, who has, without effort or 
departure from her usual manner, captivated 
everybody.

CALLED HOME. 


Death of Samuel Gaty Last Night After 
a Prelonged Lliness. 


Shortly after 12 o’clock last niaht Samuel 
Gaty, an old citizen and prominent business 
man, died at the residence of his son, 3408 
North Ninth street. In December, 1883, 
Mr. Gaty suffered a paralytic stroke. 
Since that time he has been confined 
to the house. Softening of the brain 
followed paralysis, and death finally in- 


tervened to put an end to his sufferings. Mr. 
Gaty was born in Jefferson County, Kentucky, 
August 10, 1810. His parents died when he 
was quite young, and he was bound out toa 
farmer. He ran away from the farm and in- 
dentured himselftoa machinist at Louisville. 
At the age of 14 he was made foreman of the 
foundry. In 1828 he came to this city and 
started afoundry, but failed and returned to 
Louisville, In 180 he came to St. Louis 
again and built a foundry with his own hands. 
This second enterprise was successful. 
Mr. Gaty associated with himself in the enter- 
prise at different times several ntlemen, 
among others Gerard B. Allen. In 1862 Mr. 
Gaty retired from business altogether, having 
laid by an ample fortune. Mr. Allen was his 
successor. 

In political and public life Mr.Gaty was quite 

rominent. He was a member of the old 

oard of City Aldermen. He was at one time 
President of the Ohio & Mississippi Railroad 
and was once President of the St. Louis Trans- 
fer Company. 

In 1848 Mr. Gaty was married to Miss Eliza J.

He thinks that it will 
take place at the end of August er the begin- 
ning of September, but this detail cannot be 
settled yet, as it depends chiefly upon the 
movements of Emperor William, which re- 
main uncertain. For instance, he wishes to 
go to Gastein, but the decision of the doctors 
on that point bas not yet been given. His 
Majeaty earnestly desires to have another 
meeting of the three Emperors, and it will cer- 
tainly not be his fault if it does not come off. 
That the Czar is showing some anxiety to con- 
ciliate Germany seems clear from the follow- 
ing St. Petersburg telegram in yesterday’s 
Kolinsche Zeitung: 

*‘Saburoff, formerly Ambassador at Berlin, 
and Taticheff, who is nominally Minister, will 
have to leave the Russian service on account 
of the publication of secret diplomatic docu- 
ments directed againat Germany. Katkoff has 
received a sharp reprimand for having pub- 
lished the documenta in the Moscow Gazette. 
He was not received by the Ozar at Gatchina 
during his recent visit. The dismissal of Gen. 
Rogdanovitch is exclusively owing to his re- 
cent arbitrary political action in Paris. The 
French crisis, which has shown so clearly the 
instability of things in France, has created the 
very worst impression in leading circles nere.

The St. James Gazette says: ‘‘Favored 
largely with fair winds and asmooth sea, the 
Cunard steamer Umbria has succeeded in re- 
ducing the Atlantic recerd by two hours and a 
half, and it now stands at 6 days and 8 hours 
between Queenstown and New York. Her sis- 
ter ship. the Etruria, stands second, at 6 days 
and 5 heurs; but the new North German 
Lioya’s liner being built at Fairfield, it is oaleu- 
lated, will do much faster voyages to and from 
Southampton, and the German and Internation- 
al Companies’ boats, two keels of which have 
just been laid, will bring the record down to 
tive days and a half.

The water 
will come into these ponds from the ocean 
with fish and other marine objects in the 
following manner: A tunnel 300 feet long 
and eight feet high will be bored through 
the rock between the ocean and 
— and at the seaward side of 
the tunnel there will be wire-screen gates, 
which can be opened and shut. — tc 
the gates will be suffered toremain 
so that the water and the living ob 
it can come freely into the aquarium. 
high water the whole aquarium will be 
flooded—the pathways — everything 
and no one can go in them. When the 
tide d to recede the gates are shut, 
and only the water can flow through 
them, e living objects will be re- 
tarded, and will seek the comparatively 
deep water in the ponds, and thus they 
will be caught as in a trap. When the 
waters have receded sufficiently from the 
athways the public will be admitted 
side the walls. Sea anemones, devil- 
fish, angel-fish, star-fish, crustaceans, 
shells, all varieties of large and small fish, 
and, perhaps even occasional seals, may 
be caught in this aquarium. At low tide 
there will always be something interesting 
to see there.

But mingling withthese were 
authors, inventors, professors, widows 
and orphans seekimg pensions and a 
r of very poor men and women 
who had petitions to present. There are 
few countries in which persons of this last 
category would ever get a chance of see- 
ing their sovereign, but in this Empire 
anybody who has anything reasonable to 
ask of the Emperor is sure of an audience. 
On one ortwo days a week His Majesty 
receives all comers who have applied to 
be received, and he receives them alone. 
Every applicant takes his turn. A master 
of the ceremonies opens a door, the visitor 
walks in and finds himself face to face 
with the Emperor, who is unattended. 
The door closes, and the petitioner may 
say to the Emperor what he likes. There 
is no chamberlain or secretary to Intimi- 
date him. The Emperor stands in a 
lainly furnished study, in undress uni- 
orm, without a staror grand cordon, and 
he greets everybody with an engaging 
smile and a good-natured gesture of the 
hand which seems to say, There is no 
ceremony here. Tell me your business, 
and if Ican help you I will.” ae 
This is atruly imperial way of receiving. 
It impresses everybody with the father- 
liness of the Emperor. The Emperor of 
Austria has a penetrating eye and a quick, 
catching manner. By a glance he makes 
— feel at home, and by a word he 
aws from them what they have to say. 
Then he gives his own answer, straight 
out and fearlessly, but generally with 
an — smile, and whatever 
he promises faithfully performed. 
There is nothing petty or evasive in him. 
He is a monarch who replies by yes“ or 
‘*no,”’ but always with so much courtesy 
that the humblest of his subjects receives 
from him at departing the same bow as he 
vouchsafes to ambassadors.

. THE NORWEGIAN SYNOD. 


Report of the Election Accepted—The Sem- 
ö inary Controversy. 


STOUGHTON, Wis.,June 9.—In the Norwegian 
Synod the report of the judges of election was 
accepted. The result showed that 363 votes 
had been cast, 241 for the Missouri candl- 
dates, and 122 for the anti-Missourians. 
The Synod organized as the Luther Col 
lege Corporation, whick consists of the 
voting members of the Synod, and elected 
officers. Several committees reported to the 
Bynod. The most important were the reports 
of the committee appointed to investigate the 
organization of the anti-Missourian Seminary 
at Northfield, Minn. The Seminar was 
founded last fall by the anti-Missourians, in 
opposition to the Synod’s own seminary, be- 
cause in their opinion false doctrines were 
taught there. This act the majority re- 
port condemned as being in viola- 
tion of the constitution of the Synod, 
and tending to ruin the institutions of the 
synod, all of which are cf + pp tee by volun- 
tary contributions from the congregations of 
the synod. The disregard of the proper 
authorities implied in this step taken by the 
anti-Missourians, was really an act to break 
up the synod. The defense of the anti-Mis- 
sourians was on the line thatthe Northfield 
Seminary was a private institution, and that 

rivate persons had a right toestablish private 
fnatitutions within the synod where they were 
dissatisfied with the institutions of the synod.

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THE PITCHER’S ART. 


How the „Curve“ and Shoot“ Were Dis- 
covered and Developed. 


It was by slow stages that the present high 
standing of the pitcher’s art was attained, 
remarks a writer in a Boston paper. Arthur 
Cummings, a Brooklyn youth, wasthe first to 
bring into use the out-curve. He was known 
as the boy wonder, back in 60, with the 
Stars of Brooklyn. I have heard him 
tell how he first discovered the curve. 


He was pitching against a picked nine one 
day and noticed the bail curving. He had 
no difficulty in striking the batsmen out, and 
went home that night and tried to study out 
the phenomenon. The next day he invited 
some gentlemen friends out to see him work. 
They laughed st him, and when he tried to 
convince them that he could accomplish what 
he claimed, he failed, as no doubtin his anx- 
lety he sent the ball too fast, and 
very littie curve can be got on a 
speedy pitched ball. He was not dis- 
couraged, however, but went out with 
his catcher the next day and learned that the 
curve came from a certain twist he gave his 
wrist. He worked hard until he got good 
control of the new move, and then astonished 
the scientific world. Cummings was of slight 
build, his pitching was very wraceful, and his 
curve was of the sailing kind, much like Ca- 
ruthers’ of the St. Louis Browns. In ’72 
Avery, the famous Yale pitcher, discovered 
the in- shoot. I don’t think he could 
curve a ball, at least I never saw him 
do it, and I hit against his pitching 
several times. His effectiveness was handi- 
capped by the inability of his catchers to hold 
him, as without doubt the ‘‘in-shoot’’ is the 
most difficult ball to handle, for in those days 
the catchers were not protected with gloves or 
masks. Fred Nichols, better known as 
Tricky Nick,’’ was the first to make good use 
of the drop ball. He was a great puzzle to 
the heavy hitters in 75-6. At Bridgeport and 
New Haven, Conn., Nichols got a great drop 
on the ball, when pitchers had to Keep their 
hand below the belt, which would puzzle 
any of our twirlers of the present day to ac- 
complish. Matthews was undoubtedly the 
first pitcher to work the raised ball, as 
far back as 69. I never saw him pitch an out- 
curve until 78, andIfacea his pitching for 
several years before that. In 1878 Matthews 
was with the Worcesters and pitched against 
the Bostons, defeating them. He had changed 
his style altogether from previous years, and 
adopted one-armed Daly’s style, that 
is, making a double motion by 
drawing back before delivering the 
ball. With his head-work and the addition 
of the curve, he jumped into the 
front ranks once more. The next ball that 
seemed to bother the batters was introduced 
by McCormick of the Stars of Svracuse. This 
oung pitcher had Mike Dorgan, now of the 
New Yorks, forcatcher. They shut out about 
all the crack clubs of the country that paid 
them avisit. The ball he deceived the bats- 
men with was a raise curve, now used by Rad- 
bourn of the Bostons. He gave his field easy 
chances; the out field had most of the wor 
to do off his pitching. I never saw him 
itch a ball below a man’s belt. He 
ad erfect control of the ball and 
a cool head. The curve drop was first worked 
by the only Nolan“ at Columbus, O., in 1876. 
For several seasons he fooled the best bats- 
men. Ali these different curves, raises, shoots 
and drops were discovered by different people. 
It is now no unusual thing to find a pitcher 
with all these points, and many more 
wrinkles, that they keep working up. Change 
of pace-was most beautifully illustrated by Al 
Spalding in the old Boston champions. 
Tim Keefe of the New Yorks is now 
the most successful in that line, 
while Clarkson of the Chicagos is 
working the change of pace to good advan- 
tage. Will White and John Ward were about 
the first to work the sharp curve and in- 
shoot, as far back as 78. One of the great- 
est pitchers, it not the greatest, that ever 
twirled a ball, was Charley Sweeney, who was 
with the Providence Club in ’73-4. He was the 
first and only man that I ever saw who could 
curve an out-ball to a left-hand batsman. 
Several of the.pitchers can get a shoot, but his 
wus a clean curve. He has the unequaled 
record up to the present day of 19 strike outs

secure his man. The man is probably Krock 
of Oshkosh.“ The statement is not true 30 
far as the St. Louis Club is concerned. 


President Spalding says that the result of 
the new pitching rules will be to drive the 
managers of base ball clubs to adopt the old 
pitching rules of ten years ago, when straight- 
arm delivery was the proper rule. He says 
that the present system of pitcbing is ruinous 
to the pitchers, and that the supply cannot be 
kept equal to the demand. The method of 
throwing the ball now injures the muscies of 
the arm, and once they are injured they never 
can be made sound enough to do the work 
again. The old rule of straight-arm delivery 
might make greater patting, but that was 
what the public wanted. There was always 
more enthusiasm when the batting was heavy 
and flelding had to be done.

AuGusTA, Me., June 9.—The prohibition law 
of Maine has just received a set-back here, and 
the people are everywhere discussing the new 
phase put on the liquor question by the recent 
action of Michael Burns, a well-known liquor- 
dealer of this city, who has brought to Au 
gusta from Liverpool a large invoice of foreign 
distilled spirits, which he is selling to all 
who wish to purchase. Mr. Burns closed 


his shop in March last and started for Liv- 
erpool, where he entered into negotiations 
with one of the largest importing houses in 
that city, or in the world, for an unlimited 
supply of all kinds of distilled liquors. The 
United States law protects all persons import- 
ing liquors from foreign countries from prose- 
cution under any State prohibitory law, for 
selling such goods in the original, unbroken 
packages, and Mr. Burns has landed in this 
city an advanced lot of the finest Irish whisky 
and Jamaica rum ever imported to this State. 
The goods came through the Portland Cus- 
tom-house and when hauled through the 
streets from the depot the police- 
men looked upon the scene with wildly 
staring yes. It was an unusual thing to 
see the transportation of liquor through the 
town in broad day-light, and, of course, it at- 
tracted great attention. Mr. Burns’ store is 
now stocked with the goods and they are piled 
up in bis windows before the admiring gaze of 
all opponents of the prohibitory law. he re- 
tail price of the goods has been made so low as 
to be in easy reach of the purchasing —— 
and the sales have already been very large. 
The offers are surprised and every lawyer in 
town has been engaged in looking = the law 
bearing upon the sale of imported liquors in 
their original packages.
